A Feasterville man, who lost both hands 39 
years ago, filed a court suit in Doylestown yester­ 
day seeking to force the state to issue him an 
automobile learner’s permit. 


Benjamin B. Jarnutowski, 41, of 224 Bristol 
Road, who lost his hands in an auto accident 
when he was 22 months old, has been trying for 
the past 25 years to get a driver’s license. 
The suit was filed by William Goldman, at­ 
torney for Jarnutowski, in the Bucks County Pro- 
thonotary’s Office, which has set the hearing for 
August 20, before Judge Paul R. Beckert. 


Jarnutowski, father of six children, is employ­ 
ed as a foreman at the Cold Spring Bleachery 
in Yardley. 


He said the Pennsylvania Department of Rev­ 
enue last May returned his application for a 
leaner’s permit on grounds it cannot be issued 
to a person who has lost both hands. 


Jarnutowski said he can operate an auto 
without any special devices. 


Recently, a court ruled that a handless Lan­ 
caster man be issued a license after the state had 
revoked it when the state learned it had unknow­ 
ingly issued the license to the man. The court based 
its decision on the fact the man had not been in­ 
volved in an auto accident prior to the revocation.

The Soviet premier strongly 
attacked
